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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 
19, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 10 and 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 10 and 15-21 depend from cancel 
claim 8, making them incomplete and indefinite. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1,2,6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Eldridge, Jr. et al. (4,344,532). Eldridge '532 discloses a sterile container for 
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accommodation and sterile storage, comprising a receiving area formed by a container 
base and container walls, the receiving area comprising a plurality of separate 
chambers (188, 190, 192, 194, 196 & 198) formed by intermediate walls of the container 
which divide the receiving area, filter openings are provided in said separate chambers; 
a single sterile filter (172) covers the filter openings for several of the chambers; 
wherein each chamber has its own separated cover (pivotal covers 203, 205, 207, 209, 
21 1) as a closure element and a seal (148) is seated between each chamber and its 
closure element. See Figures 7 and 9 embodiments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 3-5 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Eldridge '532. 

With respect to claim 3 whether the closure means is pivotable or sliding guide 
means or any other art recognized equivalent is an obvious matter of choice, such as 
manufacturing cost. 

With respect to claims 4 and 5, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the sterile container of 
Eldridge '532 from transparent material, since it has been held to be within the general 
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skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the 
intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 

With respect to claims 12-14, official notice is taken that it is old and conventional 
to provide detachable or pivotable or holders by means of a spring catch on containers 
for better securing filters to the containers. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 10-21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shown are containers analogous to applicant's invention.
